Confirming the published accounts of 
Mr. Balfour's concealment of Chamber- 
lain’s resignation, Mr. Ritchie said the 
duke of Devonshire, Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh, Lord George Hamilton and 
himself met after both cabinet councils, 
and decided to send in their resignations 
without having heard a word to the ef- 
fect that Mr, Chamberlain would resign. 
That, however, did not affect Mr. Ritch- 
ie’s position, because he could not have 
continued a member of the government 
after the publication of the correspond- 
ence between Mr, Chamberlain and Mr. 
Balfour. 

Mr. Ritchie strongly attacked the Cham- 
berlain policy and declared that it would 
raise the cost of everything. He arous- 
ed the greatest opposition from the audi- 
ence, and also of the pro-Chamberlain 
journals this morning, by his references 
to the United States. He said: 

“The country must guard against giv- 
ing the United States any gause for re- 
sentment against this country, which 
would be the case if their neighbors, the 
Canadians, were allowed to send their 
wheat into England at 2 or 3 shillings a 
quarter less than America could. Amer- 
ica would certainly punish Canada.’ 

This statement was met with cries of 
“No, they exclude us now,” and shouts of 
“nonsense.” The general disturbance 
was such that Mr. Ritchie was unable 
to continue until the chairman had ap- 
pealed for order.

Witnesses in rebattal 
placed on the stand by the state were 
heard during the closing hours. Splendid 
progress Was made toward the 
conclusion of the trial, which already has

Tne defendant, resuming his testimony 
today, was asked as to the impression 
made upon him as to Mr. Gonzales’ feel- 
ing toward him by the editorials, a num- 
ber being indicated by title, replying 
that they impressed him as intensely 
bitter. He said he did not make threats 
in Edgefield nor on a train.

He said 
he did not have a pistol in his hip pocket 
prior to the day of the shooting as testi- 
filed to by two Columbia boys, but said 
he did have one in a sling under his coat, 
showing where it was carried at that 
time. Mr. Tillman exhibited the auto- 
matic pistol to the jury, saying that be- 
cause of its peculiar shape it could not 
be carried in a hip pocket. He added 
that it was a bottle he had in his hip 
pocket at the stale house. 

Mr. Tillman put on the overcoat which 
he sald he wore on the day of the shoot- 
fig and stoda@ f*fore the jury, showing 
that it had no side pockets. Placing his 
right hand in a rear pocket he said that 
was where he drew the pistol from. 
He said he reached back there and cocked 
it when he saw Gonzales.

On the Contrary, the Russians Are 
Preparing To Erect Extensive 
Government Works at Sev- 
eral Important Points. 
China Oan Do Nothing. 


New Chwang, Manchuria, October 9.— 
The Russians are taking no steps to re- 
Store the government of New Chwang 
to the Chinese. On the contrary, they 
are Mastening the erection of extensive 
government buildings and had added an- 
other gunboat to the naval force here. 
Reports from northern Manchuria indi- 
cate that no movement has been made 
toward the evacuation of that territory, 
and Russian officials are discussing the 
permanent Occupation of the points now 
held as being the settled policy. 

The Russian viceroy, Admiral Alextef?, 
has been conducting joint naval and mil- 
itary maneuvers On a great scale jn the 
vicinity of Port Arthur this week. Ninety 
Russian war vessels of all classes were 
engaged. 

Washington, October 9.—Sir Chen Tung 
Liang-Cheng, the Chinese minister, had 
a long conference with Secretary Hay 
today regarding the situation in Manchu- 
ria. The minister received information 
some time ago that there was no ap- 
parent movement on the part of Russia 
indicating that the country would begin 
the evacuation of Manchuria on Ociober 
8, as agreed, and as stipulated ina treaty 
made with China. The Chinese minis- 
ter naturally feels keenly the conditions 
which exist, as it is everywhere known 
that China js in no position to enforce 
the treaty and compel Russia to evacuate. 
At present the concern of the United 
States is to see that the agreements 
made wih China for the open ports in 
Manchuria are carried out, regardless 
of what Russia may do either tn evacua- 
tion or permanent control of the country.

tain had declined to make a report, ex- 
cept under oath to the board. 

The two letters were submitted in evi- 
dence by Mr. Hill, 

Captain Thompson Testifies. 

Captain John Thompson made his state- 
men{, the prosecution having no further 
evidence to introduce. In beginning, Cap- 
tain Thompson told the rumors he had 
heard. 

“Now, I will tell you why I wrote that 
letter to the chfef,” he said. “It was 
not because I wanted to be insubordinate 
to my superior. Every one knows that 
there has been for some time around here 
a bad feeling between the chief and Cap- 
tain Moon. Everybody who knows any- 
thing aboyt the department knows that. 

‘When Chief Ball asked me for a re- 
port I wrote what I did for the reason 
that I did not want to get mixed up in 
the trouble. I thought. the chief under- 
stood me.”’ 

In replying to Mr. Hill, Captain Thomp- 
son stated that he had never heard from 
Chief Ball that bad feeling éxisted. He 
made the same statement about Captain 
Moon. J 

Replying to Mayor Howell, Captain 
Thompson said that Captain Moon had 
informed him that the repor® had come 
from Sergeant W.,P, Manly, the station 


sergeant. 
Captain English questioned Captain 
Thompson, saying that his letter indi- 


cated that he thought more of his per- 
sonal interests than he did of the dis- 
cipline of the department. 

“Well, I have had a pretty hard road 
to travel down here,’ said Captain 
Thompson, “and I try to avoid the 
snags.”’ 

The questioning then became general, 
but nothing new was brought out. 

The liveliest feature of the meeting, the 
one in which Mr. Hill and Dr. Fox figur- 
ed, occurred at this point. 

Captain Moon’s Trial Begins. 

The board having decided to take no 
action regarding the statement of Mr. 
Hill, the trial of Captain Moon was en- 
tered into, the charges and specifications 
against him being read by Commissioner 
Day, the secretary of the board. 

Captain Moon entered a plea of not 
guliliy to the charges. 

Chief Ball was the first witness against 
Captain Moon also. The first part of his 
testimony was exactly as the evidence 
In the Thompson case. He stated that 
the final letter from Captain Moon had 
been directed to him, but had been sent 
to the mayor. 

Mr. Rucker asked Chief Ball who had 
given him the letter purported to have 
been written to Lula Green by Captain 
Moon. 

“It was brought to me by Mrs. Lock- 
hart,’’ replied the chief. 

The witness was excused and the letter 
from the chief to Moon and the two leét- 
ters from: Moon to the chief) were read 
by Mr. Hill and were submitted in evi- 
dence, 

How the Report Started. 

Detective Kilpatrick took the stand. 

“I went down to get some names from 
the books,” he said. ‘Sergeant Manly 
invited me in and then left for a few 
moments. The chief came in and asked 
me what I was doing in there. I tod 
him and he advised me not to stay in 
there. I came out and told him I was 
sorry to have disobeyed the rules.” 

Regarding the subsequent conversation 
with Station Sergeant Manly, Detective 
Kilpatrick stated that the sergeant had 
asked him if he had secured the names. 

“T told him I had not. ‘How come,’ he 


said. I told him. 

“‘Do you reckon he thought you a 
thief?? asked Sergeant Manly. 

‘““‘No,’ I -said, ‘because ‘that is some- 


thing I would not take from any man.’ 

The following morning he had made a 
written revort at the request of Chief 
Rall. Later Sergeant Manly had ap- 
proached the witness and objected to 
the report that had been made to the 
chief by Mr. Kilpatrick. 

Replying to Mayor Howell, Detective 
Kilpatrick stated that instead of taking 
the advice of the chief as an insult, he 
thought tke chief had done him a favor, 

Officer Tibbs on the Stand. 

Call Officer Tibbs was on duty in the 
station nouse during the conversation be- 
tween Chief Ball and Mr. Kilpatrick. 

His evidence corroborated that of Chief 
Ball and Mr. Kilpatrick. 

Speaking of what occurred that night 
Mr. Tibbs said: 

“T heard Captain Moon ask Mr. Manly 
if he had heard about the row. Mr. 
Manly said he had not and Captain Moon 
took him into his private office.’’ 

Claude Nealy Testifies. 

Claude Nealy, a Constitution reporter, 
was next put upon the stand. He said: 

“On the Sunday night in question I 
was working at the police station in Mr. 
Hurtel’s place. Captain Moon came over 
to the desk where I was sitting and ask- 
ed me if I had heard about the fuss, I 
replied that I had not, and asked him its 
nature. He answered that it was a fuss 
between the chief and Kilpatrick. We 
fad a few words at the desk and then 
Captain Moon asked me to come out into 
the roll call room, in which place we 
resumed the conversation.”’ 

Attorney Hill asked what was said by 
Capts!'n Moon and the witness replied: 

“Tl do not recall whether Captain Moon 
said he heard the quarrel or had been 
informed about it, but he told me that 
Station Sergeant Manly had gone out of 
his office and asked Mr. Kilpatrick to 
watch out for him until he returned: that 
in the meantime Chief Ball came in and 
told Mr. Kilpatrick to come out of the 
office, and that this he refused to do, 


the two officers having some lively 
words.” 
Turnkey Bostwick, the next witness, 


testified that Captain Moon had told him 
about the supposed quarrel. 

Mounted Officer Jolly swere that Cap- 
tain Moon had told him of the report. 

Lula Green, of 102 1-2 South For- 
syth street, was called for.

Captain Moon was sworn and testified 
in his own behalf.

“T reached the barracks at.1!0:30 on 
that night. I asked Mr. Manly if any- 
thing unusual had happened. He at 
first said ‘No,’ and then followed me to 
the door and said: ‘There has been a 
spat between the chief and Kilpatrick.’ ” 

The witness then told again the story 
of the supposed quarrel, saying that Ser- 
geant Manley had told it to him. 

The witness admitted having told the 
story to Captain Thompson, to Mounted 
Officer Jolly and to Mr. Nealy, The Con. 
Stitution reporter. 

Captain Moon made quite an extended 
statement. Among other things he told 
of the various efforts he alleges he has 
made to make up his quarrel with Chief 
Kall. 

Captain Moon was on the point of re- 
citing the number of times he had figured 


in newspaper stories, but the lawyers 
stopped him. 
The witness then took up the Lula 


Green affair. saying that he had Knuwn 
the woman three years. 
“I was never in Lula Green’s house in 


my life, except upon legitimate busi- 
ness,” he said. “I am under no obliga- 
tions to her in the world. There is no 


reason in the world why I should have 
written that letter, and I did not write 
it. I recognize that I am under oath 
and would not tell a Jie for any police 
job in America. I have been accused 
of doing many things, but I have never 
hefore been accused of being a fool. Only 
a foo] could have been in my position and 
written that letter.” 

The witness stated that when he had 
told Lula Green to be careful he did noi 
know that an arrest was contemplated 
and he had spoken as much for the good 
of the detectives as for the woman. He 
admitted telling the story of the alleged 
“spat,’’ but declared that he believed it 
to be true, as it had been told hiin by 
Station Sergeant Manly. 


Captain Moon continued at. some 
length, but his testimony did not con- 
tain anything else of particular interest. 

None of the commissioners’ desired 
asking him questions and he was ex- 
cused. 


Directly after the attorneys had decided 
not to offer expert testimony in attempts 
to prove or disprove that the letter 
signed ‘‘Jonas’’ was in the handwrifing 
of Captain Moon, the police commission- 
ers went into executive session, prom- 
ising to compare the handwriting.

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([MORLEY’S LIFE OF GLADSTONE 
ISSUES FROM THE PRESS TODAY 


ll 


N phy of Gladstone, upon which John 

Morley has been at work for sev- 
eral years past, will be published tomor- 
row by the Macmillan Company. Being 
the record of the life of a man who aided 
in shaping the destinies of England for 
two score years, it is really the history of 
an important part of the Victorian era, 
and contains much as to the man and 
the events of his time that is new. The 
author had possession of the letters and 
papers of the statesman, including 4 
curious diary, and many extracts from 
them are published for the first time. 
They give an intimate view of several of 
the great crises through which England 
passed while Gladstone was a member or 
the leader of the government, and nearly 
all of them will prove of great historical 
importance. 

Of paramount interest to Americans are 
the comments of Gladstone on the Trent 
affair contained in some correspondence 
with the duke of Argyle. Gladstone de- 
scribed the cabinet meeting held after the 
receipt of the news that the confederate 
commissioners had been seized. After 
the cabinet meeting he writes, ‘I returned 
to Windsor for dinner and reported to 
queen and prince. The cabinet deter- 
mined on Friday to ask reparation, and 
on Saturday they agreed to two dis- 
patches to Lord Lyons, of which the one 
recited the facts, 
but suppose the American government 
would of itself be desirous to afford us 
reparation, and said that in any case 
we must have the commissioners _§re- 
turned to British protection; and (2) an 
apology or expression of regret. The 
second of these dispatches desired Lyons 
to cOMme away within seven days if the 
demands are not complied with. I thought 
and urged that we should hear what the 
Americans had to say before withdrawing 
Lyons, for I could not feel sure that we 
were at the bottom of the law of the 
case, or could judge here and now what 
form it would assyme.

lision; and this despite the fact that 
strong and active interests in England 
favored forcing north and south apart 
for England's profit. 

The next passage in the book deals with 
Gladstone's inflammatory Newcastle 
speech, during which he let fall the sen- 
tence about the American war of which 


His statement that Jefferson Davis had 
“made a nation,” created a profound sen- 
sation, and Mr. Morley does not spare his 
subject the frank statement that he made 
an outrageous error, fraught with serious 
consequences. He prints Gladstone’s own 
estimate of his error, in which the states- 


“most unwarrantable declaration.” 
Majuba and Khartoum. 


Of Majuba and Gladstone's part in it 
Mr. Morley writes: “Some have argued 
that we qught to have brought up an 
overwhelming force to demonstrate that 
we were able to beat them before we 
made peace. Unfortunately demonstra- 
tions of this species easily turn into 
provocations, and talk of this kind mostly 
comes from those who helieve, not that 
peace was made in the wrong way. but 
that a peace giving their country back 
to the Boers ought never to have been 
made at all on any terms or in any way. 
This was not the point from which either 
cabinet or parliament started. The ROV- 
ernment has decided that annexation had 
been an error. The Boers had proposed 
inquiry. The government assented on 
condition that the Boers dispersed. With- 
out waiting a reasonable time for a re- 
ply, Our general was worsted in a rash 
and trivial attack. Did this cancel our 
proffered bargain? The point was simple 
and unmistakable, though party heat at 
home, race passion in the colony, and 
our everlasting human proneness to 
mix up different questions, and to answer 
One point by arguments that belong to 
another, all combined to produce a con- 
fusion of mind that a certain schoal of 
partisans have traded upon ever since. 
Strange in mighty nations is mora] cow- 
ardice, disguised as a Roman pride. All 
the more may we admire the moral cour- 
age Of the minister. For moral] courage 
may be needed even where aversion to 
blogdshed fortunately happens to coincide 
with high prudence and sound policy of 
State.”’ 

On the fall of Khartoum and the death 
of Gordon Mr. Morley writes: ‘“‘The cab- 
inet in London, fixed in their resolve not 
to accept responsibility for a Soudan 
war, and not to enter upon that respon- 
sibility by giving advice for or against the 
auvance of Hicks, stood aloof. Here was 
their first frightful blunder—indecision. 
Unfortunately the ready clamor of 
headlong philanthropists, political party 
men and the men who think England 
humiliated if she ever let slip 
an excuse for drawing her sword, drove

Protect Legitimate Lenders. 

Editor Constitution: I was much im- 
pressed with the communication of Mr. 
Linton C. Hopkins in an afternoon paper 
on the subject of the smal] money lender. 
That there is a legitimate field for this 
business, and one that is of great im- 
portance’ to the carrey axa ae will 
readily be conceded by Any one who will 
pause to reflect for even a moment; and 
that he cannot afford to Jend for the or- 
dinary rates-of interest, is equally obvi- 
ous. The man who lends thousands can 
well affOrd to charge nothing for ihe 
trouble of writing the papers, or for look- 
ing after the joan, but the man who lends 
small amounts must charge for both; and 
besides this, he must charge for the risk. 
There must necessarily be a much 
heavier percentage of loss in the small 
One of these men once stated 
to me that his losses would average 25 
per cent, and I know that he made but 
a scant living out of the business, and 
has now given it up. 

It is not my purpose to erter a defense 
of these men, for I have no interest in 
them, or In their business, either present 
or prospective; I simply wish to counter- 
act a sentiment which might result in 
such harsh measures as would bring 
about an extinguishment of the business 
itself. In my opinion it should not be 
throttled. The common money shark 
should be exterminated, but the business 
of lending money in small amounts 
should not be. It should pe put on a 
practical basis and protected by the law. 
Legalizing it under fair and reasonable 
regulations would result in much good 
both to the borrower and the lender.

Free Water Causes Kick. 

Huntsville, Ala., October 9.— (Special.)— 
The action of the city council_in giving 
the Dallas Manufacturing Company free 
water for an additional term of ten years 
is somewhat unpopular, and thereis talk 
of enjoining the officials from carrying 
out their contract. The mill has had free 
water and exemption from taxation for 
about twelve years, and there are many 
who believe this to be enough. However, 
the members of the council believe that 
such a liberal policy on their part will 
lead to the establishment of many other 
industries in and around Huntsville. 
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Had Assigned Salary to 0, H 
Tolman & Steve Ryan, 


Understood Salary Was To Be Garni- 
sheed, and Asked Court To Issue 
Restraining Order—Judge 
Newman Grants the 
Petition. 


R. J. Thompson, bankrupt, filed a peti- 
tion In the United States district court 
yesterday asking that D. H. Tolman be 
restrained and enjoined from seeking to 
enforce an assignment of the monthly 
galary of the plaintiff, given to the de- 
fendant in consideration of a loan of 
$63.60, except through proper proceed- 
ings of court. Judge Newman granted 
the petition, naming October I7 as the 
day on which a preliminary hearing will 
take place. 

Wednesday, October 7, a petition in 
bankruptcy was filed in the ~~ United 
States court by R. J. Thompson, through 
his attorney, J. H. Porter, in which his 
liabilities were scheduled at $1,036.90 and 
no assets. Among these Habilities were 
two loans, one made by D. H. Tolman 
and another bt Steve Ryan. 

Learning that Tolman was likely to 
Institute proceedings to collect the sal- 
ary of the petitioner, by garnisheeing his 
wages, R. J. Thompson filed his petition 
for an injunction. 

In this petition he sets forth that he 
is a married man, with two children and 
a sick wife dependent upon him. His 
present condition, he states, is absolutely 
due to the ill health of his wife, since 
he has been obliged to spend a great deal 
of money in paying doctors’ bills and 
buying medicines, and at present he owes 
ten doctors’ bills, which are Included in 
his bankrupt schedule. 

To support his family required more 
money than he could make, and some two 
weeks ago, finding himself in need of 
cash ,he went to D. H. Tolman and se- 
cured from him a loan of $63.60 to tide 
him over his difficulties. This loan was 
secured by an assignment of his salary 
for the month to D. H. Tolman. 


Would Lose Position. 

Now the plaintiff states that he under- 
stood that proceedings were about to be 
fed by which his wages would be gar- 
nisheed, and secured this petition to pre- 
vent such action, for if such action should 
be taken it would probably result tn the 
loss of Thompson’s position in the South- 
ern Railway Company's freight depart- 
ment. 

The petition claims that the loan fs 
void because it was made within four 
months of the filine of the petition and 
that a salary assignment such as this 
will not be upheld in the bankruptcy 
court. for they are founded upon debts 
that are dischargeable in bankruptcy 
and if upheld would make the bank- 
ruptev law in large part nugatory, and 
would thus defeat the aim of the law. 

A petition was also filed by R. J. 
Thompson against Stephen Ryan, indi- 
vidual, or Stephen Ryan, agent for Daisy 
Ryan, enjoining and restraining him 
from seeking to enforce assignment. The 
loan was made about two weeks ago, 
secured by an assignment of the salary 
of Thompson, $85 a month, and _amount- 
ed to $30.

ern Games. 


The real opening of the football sea- 
son in the south comes today: It is true 
that before this time several games have 
been played by southern colleges, but 
withoyt exception they have been in the 
nature of practice games. Today, how- 
ever, eight of the leading colleges of this 
section of the country line-up on the 
gridiron. 

The most important games scheduled 
for today are: Techs against Mercer, in 
Atlanta; Georgia against Clemson, in 
Athens; North Carolina against South 
Carolina, in Columbia, and Vanderbilt 
against Alabama, in Nashville. There are 
several other less important games ar- 
ranged. 

From the reports from these colleges 
and from others belonging to the Southern 
Intercollegiate Athletic Association it 
Seems that the elevens are weaker this 
year than for several years past. Mercer 
enters the football field for the first time 
in years with a weakened team, brought 
about by the resignation of a coach, the 
lack of uniforms, the lack of a gridiron, 
and the consequent interruption of prac- 
tice. Unless all signs fail Mercer should 
begin the season badly, though she may 
do better in the latter part, provided 
that her team does not disband. 

Tech is ready for the first game. Her 
mén are determined to win and encour- 
aged by the presence of a home crowd 
and familiar with the lay of the ground 
the odds are in their favor. The team 
had the advantage of returning several 
old men, forming a strong nucleus for a 


Winning team. Moreover, there are a 
number of good men among the new 
candidates, who are showing up well. 


The eleven is fast and acurate in passing 
the balj, has a fairly strong line, and is 
good all-round condition. 

Georgia Team Is Weak. 


Reports from Georgia are not encour-

est football elevens in the south. A num- 
ber of old men reported at the opening 
of the season and a number of good play- 
ers from the second team were also on 
hand.

North Carolina has a strong team, and 
South Carolina is well provided for. There 
is little doubt, however, that North Caro- 
lina wil! win. 

Vanderbilt plays Alabama today. This 
game is a very doubtful one on account of 
the poor showing made by the Commo- 
dores against Cumberland. Their work 
in that game was very ragged and gave 
little promise. However, they have now 
had time to rectify their faults. Ala- 
bama plays one of the hardest, most des- 
perate and gritty games of any college 
in the south. This aggregation of play- 
ers never know when they are beaten. 
This game will be one of the most inter- 
esting of the day. 

Sewanee Prospects. 

One week ago the prospects of the Sew- 
anee team were the brightest that they 
had been in years. At present their chances 
are very poor. This sudden change was 
caused bv the action of the faculty of 
Sewanee in making ineligible six of the 
strongest of the Tiger players on account 
of poor marks in their studies. The 
coach will, however, make good this de- 
ficiency from the new material and play 
the scheduled games.

During the past week many wholesale 
houses report the usual falling off in 
orders in most lines. This is due to the 
fact that retail deayers h&ve completed 
their. stock and with the exception of 
small filling bills purchases will be light. 
Countpy merchants will devote their en- 
ergies during the next thirty davs almost 
entirely to making their fall collections, 

Dry goods houses report that fal] orders 
have been about completed and _ ship- 
ments have consequently fallenoff con- 
siderably. Collections are still behind, 
but the general situation under al] cir- 
cumstances is considered satisfactory. 

Clothing dealers report that orders for 
fall trade have been about filled and sales 


will be of smal] amount until spring 
trade opens. Collections, while consider- 
ably delayed, are beginning now in a 


satisfactory manner. 

The trade in groceries is said to con- 
tinue good. Prices remain strong in most 
commodities, with the exception of sugar 
and meats, in which the depression con- 
tinues.

check consumption. Many underlying 
conditions are, Tiowever, still favorable. 
First in importance should be reckoned 
the decidedly better tone of advices from 
the corn crop, which has developed a 
larger yield, and a better quality than 
was earlier deemed possible.

| quiry by Bradsfreet’s points to a yield 


of at least 2,250,000,000 bushels of a

month ago, seem likely to help our back- 
ward export trade in these products and 
improve the foreign exchange outlook.
